IBISH TROUBLES

o

Oue of the most apnoying problems
of Eoglish politics for the last three
quarters of a centary, is the attitude of
Ircland to that country. Although
Englishmen pride themselves upon
their skill as administrators, and claim
to be ready to do justice to those who
arc dependent upon them for obtaining
the recoguition of their rights, they
have been upable to satisfy or even
tranquilize for a time, 2 people who have
furnished many of the best soldiers in
their armies, and some of the most bril-
liant orators and ablest writers to their
literature.

Books, articles and pamphlets without
number have been devoted to the cluci-
dation of the subject, policy after policy
has been tried yet there is as little gen-
nine contentment with English rule as
there was 1800. The old racc-hatred
which has done so much mischief in the
past is again being kindled by Parnell
and his followers.

Although much adverse criticism bas
has been made upon the course of Irisb
leaders, and the doings of hot-headed
agitators severely condemned, there are
a great many real disabilitics to which |
they are subject, and for which much |
allowance is to be made.

In a country where coercion acts are
comamon ; volunteer curollment not per-
permitted ; the possession of arms for-
bidden ; where, besides the permanent
gartison of forty thousand wen, & con-
stabulary force of twelve thousand more
is kept, to prevent uprising and enforce
the laws ; where land-laws enable the
owner to convert his vast estates ioto
forests or hunting-grounds, thereby le-
| gally destroying his fellow-creatures ;
where heavy taxes and high rents make
industry unprofitable; in sach a coun-
try we can scarcely wouder that the
 people do not heartily enter into the
| spirit of free institutions.

Such bas been the case with TIreland
for many years and we canuvot be sur-
prised, to find dissatisfaction aand sedi-
tion. It is not strange that dreams of
{ independence, however vague, are dear,
and movements hewever iwpolitic,
which look toward the weakeuing of
 British rule, should be cagerly welcom-
ed by the masses.

The drought and floods of the past
two years which have brought hardship
.and pressure to Kogland means starva-

! tion in Ircland.  The population already
|dcctmat,ed by famioe, disease and cw-
igration, bave demanded a radical change
in the land-laws, which bave been grant-
ed Mistaking the conciliation of Eng-
land for strength oo their part, the Land
leaguers have made still greater de-
mands which England will not graot,
{and Mr. Parpell and many of bhis ad-
berents have been thrown ia prison,
while the meetings of land-leaguers
have been tabooed. This will probably
end the present trouble for a time, but
it is doomed to recur. ‘The English
!have always bascd their policy upon
force, rather than upon measures which
look towards the development of loyaity
and geod-will among the Irish. Until
Ireland is governed more in accordance
lmth the vicws of the majority of her

: population, and less on the lines of any
'. preconceived policy, however sound,
' she will continae to be a source of weak-

pess and annoyance rather than strength.
